St. Lorrs, Oct. 4.—A rnin Sunday night 
cleaned tho siroefcs of this city, mid whun tho 
sun row on a cloudless sky Monday morning 
it would have lieen hard to have found any­ 
thing w anting in the woather that grooted 
the president and hfai entertainer» * 
Tho j**» - 
plo were curly astir, and Imforo 9 a. in. tho 
streets were full of jsxiplo socking points 
from which tho sights of the day could is* 
mien. 
About 1U o'clock u carriage drawn by 
four horses druw up in front of Mayor 
Francis* residence, followed by several others 
containing tho reception committee, and at 
10:15 the president and Mrs, Cleveland made 
their appearance and were applauded by 
quite a erowd of ladies and children which 
Lad collected to see the distinguished visit­ 
ors off. 
Tho first place to lm visited was the fair 
grounds, tho streets leading thereto Ik ing 
alive with people, and bright with decora­ 
tions, and at lU;45 tho cortege drove through 
tho gates and was welcomed by probably <>*),- 
000 persons, mostly children, mothers and 
nurses, for it was children’s day at the fair. 
After driving round tho grounds and taking 
a Hooting view of the many exhibits tho 
procession halted in front of the grand stand 
where 3,uOO children sang a patriotic song, 
and the superintendent of the kindergarten 
schools presented Mrs. Cleveland with a 
beautiful basket of flowers. 
When the car­ 
riages entered tho grounds there wero hun­ 
dreds of vehicles waiting at tho entrance to 
got a glimpse of the president and wile, and 
after they had passed the carriages fell 
line, so that tho process¡ 01^ through 
grounds was quite a long one. 
After the children’s song the party was 
driven back to Mayor Francis’ residence, 
where Mrs, Cleveland alighted. 
Later she 
was taken to tho residence of Mrs. Scanlan, n 
society leader, whore she held a reception for 
the ladies of St, Louis. 
In the meantime the 
president was driven to the merchant*’ ex­ 
change, where he arrived about noon, and 
was taken to the directors’ room and received 
a large number of the representative citizens 
of St* Louis, after which he was escorted to 
the main ball of 
the building—a room 
150 by 2‘J o feet—which 
wus so pack**l 
people that it was with tho greatest dilii- 
culty that n passage could be forced to the 
platform. 
As soon as it was ktiown that lie 
w as in the room a burst of applause arose and 
continued until he was seen on the platform 
when three rousing cho**rs wero given. 
Mr. 
Frank Guionne, president of the merchants’ 
exchange, introduced Mayor Francis, who 
welcomed Mr. Cleveland in a brief and 
elo­ 
quent speech, closing by introducing the na­ 
tional executive, which elicited another round 
of cheers. 
When quiet was restored the 
president spoke as follows: 
Mr. Mayor and F ellow Citizens :

can hardly expect lookers-on to take sides in such 
a contest, we are interested to the extent that 
such a struggle adds to th* growth and improve­ 
ment of the country at large, 
Both of these 
cities exemplify in a wonderful degree how com­ 
pletely lia<1 bow speedily American energy and 
business ingenuity utili/es every available element 
of munlripjil growth, and how any useful tyi*iof 
the world s jxipulatlon is assimilated to the grand 
p u rp o s e .» t American expansion. 
I am here reminded of what I suppose to L* the

growth and increase of your city in every way In­ 
dicate, I think, that the condition of your popula­ 
tion, thus made apparent, is by no means to be 
deprecated, and my observation during a long 
residents» in a city similarly situated has led me 
to know the value to any community of the in­ 
dustrious, frugal and thrifty men and women who 
come fr m foreign lands to tind new homes with 
u.s; who invest themselves with oar citizenship,and 
who are satisfied and content with tho freedom 
of our government and our laws and institutions 
The line is easily drawn between them and tin* 
non-assimilating emigrants who seek our shores, 
solely for purposes involving disturbance uud J is 
advantage to our body polit ic. 
I bi pe I may, without impropriety, say this 
much in recognition of what has 
b een d o n e fur 
St. Louis by its naturalized citizens, 
a s w ell a s in 
remembrance of many kind and valued friends 
and associate« of former days. 
The president added a few remarks ex­ 
pressive of his appreciation of the industrial 
feature of the visit, and congratulating tho 
citizens on the fine display of products and 
manufactories at the fair and exjxisition, and 
closed as follows: 
I hope that you will find your visitors to be in­ 
terested sight-seers, and of one thing you may l>e 
assured: however much you may impress us with 
the greatness o t your city, we an* certain u* have 
our hearts tilled with grateful appreciation of the 
kindness and hospitality of your people.

During these three hours thero was 
a steady stream of people passing by them, 
and when tho latter hour arrived there ap* 
l>earal to l» e a* many more waiting to pay 
tholr respect*. 
Washington avenue was lit­ 
erally packed for blocks during the recep­ 
tion hours and at the done

no perceptible chango iu the appearance 
of the crowd. 
The president and Mr*. Cleve­ 
land received in the middle of the large par­ 
lor adjoining 
the dining-room 
hallway, 
usunding during tho three hours beneath a 
richly decorated chandelier. 
Mrs, Cleve­ 
land was magnificently attired In a rich blue 
surah silk, with red ros? and green leaf fig* 
urea, 
Standing in the brilliant reflection of 
the massive chandelier, with her robe cut 
medium decolette, a profusion of lace alxuit 
her throat, caught with a simple diamond 
pendant, and full lace sleeves, she presented 
u picture which captivated all who had the 
good fortune to reach her. 
Tho only charms 
she wore about her neck were the string of 
coral I » ads recently presented to her. 
The scenes during the reception were very 
novel. 
It was very amusing to stand near 
the exit arid listen to tin* exclamations of the 
throng as they passed out of the reception 
parlor. 
The ladies were sure Mrs. Cleveland 
paid them espjeial attention; “ was so cor­ 
dial,” “ surely felt pleased to meet me,” “ I 
know she will remember me again, etc., etc. 
Tho continent of the male sex was, it is un­ 
necessary to state, of a very enthusiastic 
character, thousands of complimentary ex­ 
pulsions being made about Mrs. Clevelaud, 
and quite as many about the president. 
This over, the presidential [tarty had a re-rf 
of an hour and a half, when, accompanied by 
the local committee and their wives they 
were driven from the Lindell hotel through 
tho illuminated streets, to the exposition 
building. 
During the entire trip of tho 
party the wildest enthusiasm prevailed. 
The 
streets were packed from house to house, 
leaving but a narrow oftening for tho train 
of carriages. 
The illumination, the exposi­ 
tion and the street scenes combined made one 
of the grandest pictures over witnessed in 
this section. 
A great surprise hud t>een an­ 
nounced for the evening at the exposition, 
and it proved to be the sudden appearance on 
the stage of a life size oil {tainting of Mrs. 
Cleveland—the production of a Washington 
artist. 
The president and Mrs. Cleveland 
were esfteciaily pleased with this feature, and 
spent considerable time viewing it through 
ojM-ra glasses.

So great was the crowd

saw the president and Mrs. Cleveland dur­ 
ing the night. 
After the serenade by the Hendricks club 
the president was introduced by Col. David 
Cm ruth, and spoke as follows: 
Fxli ow Citizens : For the compliment you have 
tendered us, you may be sure we are duly ap­ 
preciative and grateful. 
It adds another to the 
pleasing inci lent* which will make our visit to St. 
Louis kindly remembered. 
Though the trip we have undertaken is one of 
sight-seeing and social intercourse with the peo­ 
ple, who extended to as their hearty welcome, it 
would t*e affectation on my part if I should ap- 
pear to ignore the fact that this evidence of 
friendliness and courtesy which I now acknowl­ 
edge are tendered by those who are not only iny 
follow-eitizens, but members of the political party 
to which I L long. 
I hojie that I may say with­ 
out offense to any one that I am glad to see you, 
and that I am glad to believe that the heartiness 
of your demonstration lietrays to some extent 
your Democratic enthusiasm. 
I feel like confessing to you to-nlcht that what 
I have s« nmi of this vast country and its people 
since I left home has, if possible, increased my 
sense of responsibility as a public officer, and as a 
member of a great political [» arty. 
My official 
duty I owe to all the people of the land, and 
whether it is well or ill performed, primarily con­ 
cerns them and me as their public servant. 
JSut 
I can not fail in my duty to the country w ithout 
discrediting you and the party of my choice. 
These considerations should constrain me to that 
course of official conduct, as it Is given me to dis­ 
c ern it, which is marked out by the needs of the 
jM-ople and the good of the country. This tends, in 
my opinion, directly to the adoption of the prin­ 
ciples and practices of true Democracy. 
It be­ 
hooves us all to guard against a blind, selfish, and 
unreasoning 
party 
feeling, 
regardless 
and 
thoughtless of the country's welfare, and which 
leads us 0way from good citizenship as well as 
t rue Democracy. 
And now, in bidding you good night, we add 
our sincere thanks for your pleasant serenade, 
and for the kind and courteous remembrance of 
which il is an evidence. 
At the conclusion of tho president’s speech 
the serenade was continued by singing by the 
Leiderkranz society, music by the band, etc. 
A long procession, consisting of probably 80,- 
fKM) men, then passed up Washington avenue 
and were reviewed by the president, 
Tho 
procession was still passing the Lindell at 
12:3u o’clock. 
At that hour Mrs. Cleveland 
retired, but the president, bent upon seeing 
the day through, was still standing on the re­ 
viewing stand bowing his acknowledgments 
to the wildest enthusiasm.

April 1 of the present year the total Mor­ 
mon population in the territories of Utah, 
Idaho, 
Arizona, 
Wyoming 
and 
New 
Mexico 
and the states of Nev ada and 
Colorado was 102,383, officially classed as fol­ 
lows: Three first presidents, elev en apostles, 
sixty-fiv e patriarchs, 6,444 sev enties, 3,725 
high priests, 12,441 elders, 2,423 priests, 2,49 7 
teachers, 6,654 deacons and 61,283 members. 
In the territory of Utah the total church 
population is 133,207, and the n urn I » or of 
children under 8 years of age was 40,684. 
Since the death of John Taylor tho gov ern­ 
ment of the church has rested upon tho quo­ 
rum of twelv e apostles of which Wilform 
Woodruff is president. 
He is now the v ir­ 
tual head of the church. 
The Mormon church, continues tho report, 
teaches it members not to enter the territorial 
courts to settle their difficulties. 
It has pro­ 
v ided a systom of eourtb within the church. 
First, there is a ward court, presided ov er 
by a bishop counselor. 
They are empow­ 
ered to try all minor cases, both of a teinj>oraI 
and spiritual nature, and to sit in judgment 
upon transgressors. 
From this court appeals 
may l»o tak en to the “stak e court” and then 
to the “first president,” or the “apostles 
quorum,” which is a court of last resort and 
exclusiv e jurisdiction. 
Tho tithings of 
1880 amounted to 
$5 4 0,000. 
The building of the Salt Lak o temple, which 
was commenced in 1863, has already cost 
millions of dollars, and will not l» e completed 
for years to come. 
The people, tho report 
says, are v ery tenacious of their rights, and 
persistently claim that they are persecuted. 
The Mormon strength is estimated at 
5 5 ,000. 
These men own of the assessed property of 
the territory nearly one-third, exclusiv e of 
railroad property. 
The different religious 
denominations hav e now sixty-two churches. 
The Methodist denomination has the largest 
number, twenty-six; Presbyterians eighteen, 
Catholics six, and so decreasing through fiv e 
other societies. 
These sev eral churches hav e 
established and control eighty-sev en schools 
with an aggregate 
of 6 ,06 8 pupils and 23 0 
teachers. 
Since the passage of the Edmunds law in 
18-82, 5 4 1 persons hav e been indicted for un­ 
lawful cohabitation, 
28 9 of them being con­ 
v icted. 
Tho number conv icted of polygamy 
was 14 . 
Many of the persons indicted hav e 
fled to escape arrest 
The national laws re­ 
lating to bigamy and polygamy hav e been 
in effectiv e operation for about three years. 
Standing face to face with the law the 
leaders and their obedient followers hav e 
made 
no 
concession, 
and the issue is 
squarely maintained between assumed rev e 
lations and the laws of the lam l 
The first 
annual election under the act of congress pre­ 
scribing a registration oath for v oters was 
held on August 1 of this year, and resulted as 
follows: The Mormons elected ten councilors 
and twenty-one members, the Liberals or 
non-Mormons two councilors and three mem­ 
bers. The total v ote was 16,9 01. 
On the subject of the mov ement for state­ 
hood the report says that in June last a con­ 
v ention was held for the purpose of adopting 
a constitution on which to demand admission 
to the union. 
The constitution was adopted 
with great unanimity, and declares bigamy 
and polygamy to be misdemeanors, and fixes 
punishment. 
It also prov ides that no further 
legislation shall be required to mak e or define 
these offenses, and proclaims the separation 
of church 
and state. 
The instrument 
is 
silent 
us 
to 
the 
offense 
of 
unlawful cohabitation. 
The non-Mormons 
declined to recognize or join in the proceed­ 
ings of the conv ention. 
The Mormous claim 
that hav ing tak en this action the people 
ought not to be longer denied a v oice in the 
conduct of their own affairs and in the selec­ 
tion of their officials. 
In the election which 
followed upon the adoption of this constitu­ 
tion the non-Mormons refused to v ote, and 
the monogamous Mormons cast 13,19 5 v otes 
in its fav or; only 500 v otes being cast 
against it. 
The commission regards this state mov e­ 
ment as an effort to free the Mormon church 
from the toils which the firm attitude of the 
gov ernment and the energetic course of the 
federal officers hav e thrown around them, 
and opposes its consummation. 
During the 
past year the names of sixty-sev en men hav e 
1» en reported to the commission as hav ing 
entered into polygamy. 
The commission re­ 
news 
its 
recommendations 
of 
last 
year, except such as 
were enacted into 
laws at the bust session of congress. 
The 
commission also recommends that author­ 
ity be conferred upon the gov ernor of tho 
territory to appoint the following county of­ 
ficers: Selectmen, clerk s, assessors, recorders 
and superintendents of district schools. 
In 
conclusion the commission submits that in its 
opinion the results which hav e followed from 
the passage of tho Edmunds act hav e been 
v ery beneficial to the territory.

A WONDERFUL SPECTACLE. 
A t daylight on the followin g m orn in g, 
Jun e 0, the Con federate fleet, un der full head 
of » team, were discovered lyin g close to the 
shore. 
The craft w« re respectively kn own as 
The LittF* Reliel, Bragg, Beauregard, Price, 
Bur.itcf, L 'vell, Thouqisoii an d Van Dorn , 
an d altogether carried twen ty-eight gun s. 
Th Si* comman ders were plain steamboat cap­ 
tain » , an d the commodore, Edw ard Mon t­ 
gomery, was likewise a river captain . 
The 
Un ion squadron n ow began to drop down tho 
river, an d the Con federate* open ed tire an d 
advan ced to meet them. 
In n few min utes 
they wore within poin t blan k ran ge, an d vol­ 
ley succeeded volley in rapid succession . The 
citix eus of Memphis rushed by thousan ds to 
the bluffs to witn ess the n ovel scen e, for di­ 
rectly bofor® them , so n ear th at in dividuals 
could Ix * discern ed, a n aval battle Mas ragin g 
in n il its fiercen ess. 
Sudden ly, there steamed 
from a ben d in the river u sin gular lookin g 
(» raft’which, passin g in fron t of the Federal 
flotilla, darted at full iq» x d again st the I3« *au- 
regard. 
It was Col. Ellut’s Queen of the

the It n uregard. 
Throwin g her bow aroun d, she struck her an ­ 
tagon ist squarely in the side just ahead of th« * 
wheel house, causin g her to careen un til tie- 
whole len gth of her hull was visible.

It is a run n in g flght for miles. 
The 
Thompson lodges on tho river ban k, ami, 
an ex plodin g shell ign itin g her magazin e, 
she is blown in to fragmen ts. 
The Bragg an d 
Burn ter, although run ashore, are captured. 
The Van Dorn , with her valuable cargo of 
stores, taken from Fort Pillow, cud a tran s­ 
port sim ilarly loaded, alon e escape. 
The 
Con federate fleet is an n ihilated. 
The Fed­ 
eral squadron n ow come to an chor, small 
boats begin to ply back an d forth; the tran s­ 
ports steam up to their lan din gs; whistles 
blow their hallelujahs; the men cheer; the 
stars an d stripes wave over forty differen t 
decks, an d in un hour or two the two regi­ 
men ts of an In dian a brigade, un der com­ 
m an d of Col. G. N. Fitch, take possession of 
Memphis.” The Con federate loss in this bat­ 
tle was estimated to 
be 100 
killed an d 
woun ded, an d about 150 captured. 
On the 
Un ion side, Col. Ellet received a woun d in 
tho leg from which ho subsequen tly died, an d 
three men on the Caron delet were in jured. 


MOVING 
ON 
CORINTH. 
W e turn n ow to the operation s on lan d, an d 
the con tin uation of the campaign of the 
valley of the Mississippi. Corin th, the position 
to which Gen . Beauregard retired after tho 
repulse at Shiloh, is a small village in the 
n ortheast com er of Mississippi, n in ety miles 
east of Memphis, an d about tw en ty miles 
from the Ten n essee river. 
The Memphis ami 
Charleston railroad run s through it from east 
to west, an d the Mobile an d Ohio railroad 
from south to n orth. 
It is protected on the 
fron t an d flan k by low swampy valleys, an d 
stan ds on n lon g ridge in the fork of two 
streams. 
Its approaches arc also heavily 
timlx Ted an d capabloof a protracted defen se. 
Gen . Halleek arrived at Pittsburg Lan d­ 
in g on April 11, 1802, a week after the battles 
of Shiloh, an d recogn izin g the topographical 
difficulties of the situation , delayed further 
operation s un til he had con cen trated an arm y 
of 120,0u0 bayon ets. His forw ard movemen t, 
therefore, did n ot begin un til April 23, but 
from th at date un til May A* every step of 
his fifteen mile march to Corin th was un der 
cover of in tren chmen ts even more form id­ 
able than th o » of tin* en emy. Gen . Sherman , 
in his report mad» » May 30, says: “My di­ 
vision has con structed seven distin ct in ­ 
tren ched camp.- sin ce leavin g Shiloh. Hardly 
had we fin ished on e camp before we wore 
called upon to move forw ard uiul build an 
other.» 
D urin g all this time the officers an d men 
were chafin g un der restrain t, an d when Gen . 
G ran t recommen ded to tho comman der in 
chief th at an attack should bo made by the 
ex trem e right of the Federal lin e, where he 
believed the en emy’s defen ses were defective, 
an d from which poin t his left might be suc­ 
cessfully turn ed, the idea was scouted by 
llalleck 
with 
the in tim ation 
th a t 
“his 
(Gran t's) opin ion s n eed n ot I*» ex pressed un til 
they were called for.’’ Tho forces of Beaure­ 
gard, accordin g to his own rejx irt a t this 
time, aggregated about 47,000men .
